In  accordance  with  the  law  relating  to  the  perambulation  of  town 
lines  the  selectmen  of  Baldwin  together  with  the  selectmen  of 
Standish  have  perambulated  and  surveyed  the  line  between  Baldwin 
and  Standish  and  have  placed  five  additional  stone  monuments  on 
the  same. 

They  have  also,  together  with  the  selectmen  of  Sebago,  perambu- 
lated and  surveyed  the  line  between  Baldwin  and  Sebago.  On 
account  of  deep  snow  the  stone  monument  on  the  southerly  shore 
of  Southeast  pond  could  not  be  found.  For  the  same  reason  the 
stone  monument  at  the  northeast  corner  of  lot  14,  7th  range  east, 
could  not  be  found.  These  monuments  should  be  located  as  soon  as 
possible  in  the  spring. 

We  did  not  succeed  in  making  arrangements  with  the  selectmen  of 
Hiram  for  the  perambulation  of  line  between  Baldwin  and  Hiram.
